• THE MOST 
DEADLY GAME 

George Maharis, Ralph Bellamy and 
Yvette Mimieux play a team of master¬ 
ly criminologists who only solve bi¬ 
zarre crimes, those that the police 
can’t handle. Their murderers use 
weird weapons, like poisoned sling¬ 
shots, razor-sharp grapefruit spoons 
and a real weirdy-an overstarched 
pair of jockey shorts. And their mur¬ 
derers use freaky ways to kill people. 
Like injecting kippered herring in their 
veins and watching them marinate to 
death. In one show the trio catches 
an axe-murderer. This guy goes 
around murdering axes. There's no 
crime too bizarre or obscure for our 
heroes to solve. Except maybe the 
show’s biggest crime of all. Like who 
was responsible for putting it on in 
the first place! 


• DAN AUGUST 

Although August came out in Sep¬ 
tember, they’re lucky it lasted thru 
October. In this bomb, Burt Reynolds 
plays a detective in a small California 
town. This town is so small, the head 
of the Mafia is a Puerto Rican. So what 
kind of action can you expect here? 
The plots are so dull that the criminals 
give themselves up out of sheer bore¬ 
dom. In fact, the show is so bad that 
the commercials in between segments 
have a higher rating than the rest of 
the show. What this series needs is a 
good gimmick. Like an early cancella¬ 
tion or something! 

• THE SILENT FORCE 

This is the story of real undercover 
agents. They work out of a Turkish 
Bath. Actually, they're a specialized 
group of crime-fighters. They only go 
after the Syndicate mob. Sometimes 
it gets ridiculous. In one scene a guy 
shoots an old lady and three small 
children right in front of them but 
they walk away saying, "Sorry, this 
isn't my line!" Ed Nelson, Percy Ro¬ 
driguez and Lynda Day are the Silent 
Force. And judging by the dialogue, 
that’s what they should be. First time 
out they go after the Jewish Mafia — 
the Kosher Nostra. Their mission is 
to cut off a piece of the Syndicate's 
arm in each and every episode. At the 
rate they're going, they won’t 
even last a pinky!

• ARNIE 

Herschel Bernardi stops Fiddling'On 
The Roof and starts fiddling around 
the executive suites of Big Business. 
Doffing his hard-hat and Lee work-, 
clothes, he dons a Madison Avenue 
skimmer and button-down sweat¬ 
shirt, carrying - an attache case full 
of important documents and a couple 
of leaky hero sandwiches. (After all, 
you can't change all your former habits 
overnight.) Herschel gets strong sup¬ 
port from his wife, Sue Ann Langdon. 
What she does is knit him a truss. 
And for the now generation, he has a 
couple of teenage kids who do nothing 
but put him down. All this makes for 
a lot of laughs. Not from the audience. 
From the competing programs who 
have nothing to fear. 

• NANCY 

Nancy is the daughter of a fictitious 
President (like Richard Nixon is) and 
she has a boyfriend named Adam 
(John Fink, honest) and he's a vet¬ 
erinarian, which comes in handy as 
this show is a real dog. The stories 
concern the courtship of these two, 
which gets pretty rough, if you've ever 
tried necking in the back seat of a car 
with two secret-servicemen on the 
floor. These are the plots. And you 
can plotz from these plots! Watching 
this show, you get a nice warm feeling 
in your heart. Which is pretty good 
if you like heartburn, 


• THE ODD COUPLE 

No, this isn't the story of a boy and 
girl who fall in love and get married 
in Greenwich Village. This is the story 
of two men who do that, so in these 
days what's the big deal? For those 
who remember the play and movie, 
one guy is neat (Tony Randall) and 
the other guy is sloppy (Jack Klug- 
man.) The laughs come from the con¬ 
trast between these two. It certainly 
doesn't come from the lines. The only 
thing that could save this show would 
be to have contrasting lines on the 
screen blocking the view. From this 
show you'll really break up. The TV 
set, that is! 

• BAREFOOT IN THE 
PARK 

This is a situation comedy using an 
all-black cast. Not only that, but the 
rest of the staff is all black too. Every¬ 
body except the producer. When he 
saw what a show he got, he turned 
white! These folks go about their 
scenes just like white folks. Which is 
pretty bad, considering what white 
folks are doing. About the only differ¬ 
ence it presents, is that this cast 
doesn’t have to report for makeup in 
the morning. It allows them to get 
plenty of sleep. Which is what the 
viewer gets while they're on. It seems 
a waste that this show deals with 
black people, seeing as it will undoubt- 
ably wind up in the red! 


• the MARY TYLER 
MOORE SHOW 

This is a series about a girl over 30 
who still isn't married. And in each 
show she tries different ways to meet 
men. Like she hangs around the Men's 
House of Detention on Parole Day. Or 
she goes into barber shops and watch¬ 
es haircuts. Actually there are two 
people who keep asking her to get 
married. Her father and mother. And 
so she struggles along, working in a 
midwestern TV newsroom and living 
in a makeout apartment building. And 
the viewer also struggles along, watch¬ 
ing the show and wondering what 
else is on. 


• THE IMMORTAL 

This series is out for blood. Mainly, 
Christopher George's. You'll learn why 
after watching him act. It seems that 
Chris' blood contains a secret ingredi¬ 
ent that keeps him immune from 
death. It’s called residuals. This guy 
can go on forever. Actually it just 
seems like forever, watching each end¬ 
less segment. Chris does more run¬ 
ning than a Grossinger's busboy. To 
do this, he drinks a gallon of prune 
juice before every show. His big prob¬ 
lem is eluding an aging billionaire who 
wants to drain Chris' blood daily, to 
keep himself forever young. Our big 
problem is keeping up with the ridicu¬ 
lous plots. 







• THE PARTRIDGE 
FAMILY 

This series is aptly named, as it's 
strictly for the birds. It’s a family show 
that's unique, in that they always keep 
traveling. And after you've seen this 
show you’ll understand why. Shirley 
Jones plays the widowed mother of 
five musically-talented kids. They're 
so talented that Ed Sullivan appears 
in their house. Only they're not too 
bright. They have to lip-synch the 
dialogue from previously taped rec¬ 
ords. But at least we have music here 
to break up the monotony of the com¬ 
edy. Now all we need is something to 
break up the monotony of the music. 


• THE YOUNG 
LAWYERS 

Unlike the Young Lawyers, this trio 
has law degrees. Which is unusual, 
considering they went to Medical 
School. Being older and wiser, they 
handle more sophisticated cases, like 
draft-resisters, war-protesters, and 
mad bombers. They also operate out 
of a store. Only their store is just a 
front. In the back they run a shoe- 
shine parlor. After all, who can make 
a living from the front? From time to 
time they work in a very conservative 
law office uptown. This place is so 
exclusive they have an unlisted zip- 
code number. A big conflict on this 
show comes from the difference be¬ 
tween rich man's and poor man’s jus¬ 
tice. An even bigger conflict comes 
from the difference between bad 
scripts and just plain lousy ones. 


• THE YOUNG 
REBELS 

Black militants, bomb-throwing anar¬ 
chists and white radicals. Sounds like 
the plot for a typical American campus 
series, right? Wrong! These three 
aforementioned heroes are doing their 
thing way back in 1776, and the Brit¬ 
ish are getting it instead of the fuzz. 
As the "Yankee Doodle Society" 
they're dedicated to driving the Hes¬ 
sians up the wall. What they succeed 
in doing is driving the viewers up the 
wall. This is because of all the license 
they take with American History. Like 
having Nathan Hale, Abraham Lincoln 
and Freddie Bartholemew all living 
at the same time. But regardless, they 
do change the course of American 
History. They're the ones who tell 
Ben Franklin to go fly a kite. And we're 
the ones who keep telling them the 
same thing! 


• MAKE ROOM FOR 
GRAND-DADDY 

This show was put together just to 
keep Danny Thomas busy, and keep 
him from guesting on the other shows. 
From this point of view it works out 
fine. But from the point of view of 
viewing it, forget it! It's just a rehash 
of “Make Room For Daddy.” And you 
know what a rehash that was! This 
show has all the charm of an untipped 
waiter.

Woody Allen has been hailed as one of the most 
original and multi-talented wits of our time. Cre¬ 
ating his own material, he performs in nightclubs, 
TV, on the stage, and in movies like "What's New, 
Pussycat?” (which he also wrote)—“Casino Royale” 
(which he would like everyone to know that he didn’t 
write)—and epics ranging from "What’s Up, Tiger 
Lily?” and “Take The Money And Run” to his new 
United Artists movie out shortly (which he co-au¬ 
thored, directed and starred in)—a movie entitled 
“Bananas.” 

The creator of all this output was bom in Brooklyn 
on December 1, 1935. At 17, while still attending 
Midwood High School, Woody began making money 
as a gagwriter. He started by sending in gags to 
newspaper columnists. Soon after graduating from 
High School, Woody became a bona fide writer for 
several of the top TV shows including Sid Caesar, 
Art Carney, Pat Boone, Carol Channing and Garry 
Moore. He was the recipient of a Sylvania award 
for his work on a Sid Caesar special. 

In 1961, at the urging of his managers, Jack Rollins 
and Charles Joffe, Woody began performing his own 
material at obscure New York City clubs, giving 
up his $1700 a week writing job to work for $50 a 
week in Greenwich Village niteries. There in No¬ 
vember of 1962 at the Bitter End, a New York Times 
reviewer caught his act. After a highly enthusiastic 
review, Woody was on his way. The rest is history.

/ Anyway, to make sure Julie goes to London on 
this mission, they remind her she has relatives in 
Germany. She answers that this is the reason she’s 
X going—to get away from those relatives! 

As a front, Julie poses as a British Music Hall 
.i' j performer. When she sings she really shakes the 
wL ra fters. And it isn’t easy—singing, then going out 
to the rafters and shaking them. After she’s finished 
JK. the crowd jumps up and yells "More! More! We Want 
gllK Grace More!” Her act is such a bomb that instead 


cab he starts getting suspicious. It seems that the 
French Secret Service has been on her trail ever 
since they discovered her passport was under the 
name of Mata Hari. She claims she had her last 
named changed from Horowitz. The topper comes 
when Allied Intelligence discovers an old picture 
of Julie nude, in the centerfold of the Lutwaffe Ga- 
zette. 

Heartbroken that she’s gotten Rock into trouble, 
Julie confesses all her sins. Not to the Allies-to 
Jaqueling Susann, who promptly turns it into a best¬ 
seller. Fearing the French, Julie decides to flee to 
Switzerland where she plans to sit out the war eat¬ 
ing cheese, repairing cuckoo clocks and avoiding 
income tax. However, a fink from the German High 
Command, fearing she might be caught and reveal 
her country's secrets, sends their top air ace, Baron 
von Richtofen (the Red Baron himself) after her. 
His mission is to strafe the train she’s on with in¬ 
cendiary bullets before it reaches the safety of Switz¬ 
erland. The Baron says, “there must be an easier 
way to light Julie’s fire’’ but he goes anyway. 

Meanwhile, back at the base, Rock learns of the 
diabolical plot to kill his beloved, and prepares to 
take off with his Eagle Squadron buddies and inter¬ 
cept the Red Baron. Now the story starts to move, 
as does most of the audience (walking out thru the 
exits). In hot pursuit of the Baron and his buddies, 
Rock flies low over Flanders Field, where red poppies 
are seen growing. He notices what he thinks is the 
enemy picking poppies, but soon discovers they re 


really pre-modem day hippies preparing the refresh¬ 
ments for a World War One version of the Wood- 

stock Festival. * , 

Rock arrives just in time to prevent the Baron s 
motley crew from turning Julie’s train into a ball¬ 
bearing barbeque. After shooting down some enemy 
planes, he succeeds in driving off the Baron—so far 
off that he strafes a train on the Long Island Rail¬ 
road. This cuts off service for three hours, although 
none of the regular passengers notice the difference. 
The most humiliating blow to Rock’s ego however, 
comes when the Red Baron eludes him and is shot 
down by Snoopy, flying his Sopwith Camel. Not a 
plane, mind you, but a real camel. Rock immediate¬ 
ly bums all his Peanuts books. 

After the war, Rock and Julie are re-united. Their 
passions pent up from over the years, they can no 
longer control their flaming desires. To show you 
how anxious Julie is, she shows up on their first 
date in a wedding gown. And so, at the dinner table, 
Rock tears off Julie’s clothes and makes violent love 
to her, right there and then. The audience doesn’t 
mind, but that’s the last time they’ll ever be allowed 
in that cafeteria again. 

When this movie was viewed by Richard Nixon 
and Spiro Agnew, they were so inspired by the soul¬ 
stirring singing of front-line melodies; by the beauti¬ 
ful color photography of the barren muddy battle¬ 
fields; and by the lush gun emplacements on the 
guarded English countryside, that they decided to 
cancel Vietnam and do a rerun of World War One!
